It was writ- 
ten by Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, 
Superintendent of Schoolg In Rowan 
county, who started the night-school 
movement in that section in 1911. 

It is encouraging to know that the 
moonlight schools are continuing 
and prospering, and that Mrs. Stew- 
art bellevea they are "no longer in 
the espgrimental atage." In Rowan 
county. sh« says, "tha syatom haa 
iMooma aa firmly aatablished an tha 
dajr aohooL" The anroUmaat of 1*11 
whieh waa lirgo. waa grtatly snr- 
Ipwiad by the •nroUmmt fOr 1812. 
Alao the ayatgm haa apread " to a 
greater or lesa extent over aome 
eight or ten other counties in Ken- 
tucky and to many coundea In Ten- 
nessee." 

In 1911 the country heard a good 
deal about a woman 80 years old, 
who was learning to read and write 
in the moonlight schools of Rowan 
county. This record was eclipsed In 
1912 by a Rowan county school boy, 
elghty-eeven years young, who Is 
proud and pleased to line up at tbe 
night school with other obcedarlans 
of 30, 40, 50, 80 and 70 yeara.There 
haa been no lack ot pupils, and in 
soma Instances tha night sobobla 
liave had a larger enrollment than 
tli« day schools. "The lowest num- 
ber in any achool," Mra. Stewart 
■ays, "waa a claaa of four and the 
^embers of this class were aa in- 
terested and aa busy aa'if tbere had 
been forty." 

' It Is a remarkably, interesting 
story that Mrs. Stewart tolls of the 
accomplishments of the night schools 
lit demonstrates the oft-repeated 
aaylng that "truth Is stranger than 
fiction," and it Is ikrophetlc of the 
dawn of a better day. — Courier- 
Journal.

Ob Monday the Slat, I had the 
pleasure of rlsltlng a number of 
schools In Johnson county with Supt 
inrod Mpade. I found some eacel- 
leat work going oa la hla adiools. 
■specially I was Intetested In the 
plans a' UtUe Mud Lick Bchooi 
taaght by Prof. W. C. Hall, one of 
the County Examiners. Mr. Hall and 
the Superintendent are planning to 
4o some school gardening In the 
spring on rather an extensive scale. 
The Superintendent is to furnish tke 
land from his own farm. It has oc- 
curred to me that It might be a 
good Idea if some of the rural 
schools would experiment in grow- 
ing especially fine seed corn. This 
seems to be Supt. Meade's Idea. 
Miss Auzier's school in the aame 
county at Clifton, I found s rery 
One exhibit of school work of the 
regular kind, and also, of se^ng 
and agrlcultuio. Thia brare little 
woman and her students had olesr- 
ed on the side of the mountain a 
turnip patch and I had the pleasure 
of eating a part of one of their tur- 
Vtps. This school has an idaa It 
can do something for Itself. 

On the next day I risited schools 
In Lawrence county. The point of 
most interest to me on that risit 
Was the school at Gallup. This 
•chool is being taught by Prof. Mc- 
Clure, than whom I hare not seen 
an abler taacher in the rural schools 
In this school there are 91 in the 
census, 101 in enrollment and 8S in 
srerage attendance for first three 
months. Prof. McClure Is assisted 
regularly by two of his older stu- 
dents, Miss Blanche Preston, aged
